COUNSEL'S STATEMENT.

Sergeant 
Sheppard, who was one of his superior 
officers at Dalkey, had occasion to make a 
complaint against the prisoner, who was fined 
the small sum of ten shillings. Sergeant 
Sheppard was a man of the very highest 
character, respected in the force and by the 
civilians who know him, i 
Shortly after three o'clock on the morning 
of May ó the accused, who was on town duty 
in Dalkey, came into the barracks and re- 
ported to the station-sergeant that he and 
Sergeant Sheppard were together when a 
motor car stopped, and someone in it asked 
the way to Vico road. The police, suspecting 
nothing, were giving the information when 
two or three men jumped out of the car 
and presented revolvers at them. They beat 
him (Devoy) and took Sergeant Sheppard 
away to murder him. Devoy’s face and 
hands were covered with blood when he came 


to the barracks. While Devoy was telling UPKEEP OF 
his story to Sergeant Gleeson a telephone 


Keenan, it was stated, was smoking a 
cigarette. It was blown by the wind, and 
he let go the hand-cart and ran across the 
road to recover it. He was stooping to pick 
up the cigarette when he was struck by a 
passing motor lorry and received fatal 
injuries. 

In the course of the hearing questions were 
asked on the subject of smoking by men 
while at work, and it was stated that it was 
open-air work and that the men were never 
prevented from smoking. 

Mr. Mooney asked for a direction in favour 
of the respondents on the ground that the 
accident did not. arise out of the man’s 
employment. It was no part of his duty to 
go out into the middle of the road. In other 
words, the man had left his work and gone 
to the middle of the road, where he had 
nothing to do. 

Mr. Nolan Whelan, on behalf of the owners 
of the motor lorry, also submitted that there 
was no evidence to show that the accident 
arose out of, or in the course of, the man’s 
employment. 

Mr. Gleeson, K.C., for the applicants, con- 
tended that the sphere of the man’s employ- 
ment extended over the entire road. The 
inference was that the man was on the road 
within the actual limits of the place where he 
was employed to work. 

Judge Davitt reserved judgment.

A CHANGE IN SAILINGS.

From Oun CORRESTONDENS. 
OGHEDA, Tuesday. 
_ The London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company's bi-weekly steamer service be: 
tween Drogheda and Liverpool will cease at 
the end of the present month, the last sailing 
taking place on the 29th June. The com- 
pany s reasons for abandoning the service are 
not known here. It is felt that this step on 
the part of the company cannot be in the 
interest of economy, because the Drogheda- 
Liverpool service has been a profitable one 
for them, the carriage of cargo and live 
stock outwards and general merchandise in- 


the past two years. 

It is thought in Drogheda to be the result 
of a decision arrived at on the part of the 
two big competitors for cross-Channef traffic 
between North-East Ireland and North.West 
England, the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company and Coast Lines, Ltd., 
with which the British and Irish Company 
is amalgamated. The recent closing of the 
Dublin to Heysham route, a Coast Lines’ ser- 
vice, and the. pending transfer of the 
Drogheda-Liverpool service from the London, 
Midland and Scottish to the British and Irish 
Company suggest somethin, i: the nature of 
an exchange, and a signficant fact emerging 
from these changes is that the British and 
Irish Company will at the end of this month 
control the service into the port of Liverpool 
from Dublin, Drogheda and Dundalk: while 
the London, Midland and Seottish will enjoy 
& somewhat similar monopoly as regards the 
port of Holyhead. 

AN INCREASING TRADE. 

What immediately concerns Drogheda is, 
however, the importance of ensuring that the 
trade of the port, which has been on the 
upward curve for some vears now, will not 
suffer by reason of the impending transfer. 
The London, Midland and Scottish Company 
for seven or eight months of the year have 
had full live stock cargoes out from Drogheda 
twice a week, and full merchandise cargoes 
on the bi-weekly return. 

With regard to the passenger side of the 
service, the British and Trish Company do not 
carry passengers from Dundalk to Liverpool, 
and if, as is probable, thev act similarly 
with regard to Drogheda the hundreds of 
passengers carried hitherto by this service 
will have to go south to Dublin or north to 
Belfast. 

Meanwhile general regret is felt locally at 
the impending cessation of the London, Mid. 
land and Scottish service, necause everyone 
having occasion to use it was struck by the 
courteous and painstaking manner in which 
all demands were met. The clerical staff 
in the Drogheda office are, it is under- 
stood, being transferred elsewhere, but the 
dock labourers, about thirty in number, will 
he under notice from nexu week, and will 
have to take their chance o1 employment with 
the new service.

“LIVING LAKE RATS.” 
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INOUIRY INTO LURGAN HOUSING 
SCHEME, 

An inquiry was held in the Lurgan Town 
Hall on Monday by Mr. A. V. Ashe, Inspector 
to the Ministry of Home Affairs, into the 
Urban Council’s application for sanction to 
the borrowing of £11,000 for a housing 
scheme for the town, and for sanction to a 
loan of £5,000 for the purpose of making 
supplemental grants under the Housing Acts 
to private builders. There was no opposition. 

he Town Clerk (Mr. J. W. Pollock) said 
that it was proposed to build sixteen kitchen 
houses, at an estimated cost of £280 each, in 
Wesley place (off William street), and thirty- 
three houses of the parlour type, at a cost of 
£920 each, in Carnegie street, near the centre 
of the town, and the Urban Council expected 
to get all the houses let to the working 
classes, as there was a great demand for 
houses and a great number of people on the 
waiting list. The proposed rents would be 
5s. 6d. per week for the kitchen houses and 
7s. 6d. per. week for the parlour houses. 
There were twenty-six factories in the town, 
and he was quite satisfied that there was a 
dive necessity for the houses. In his opinien 
forty-nine houses would not meet the present 
demand. 

Mr. Robert Levin, a member of the Urban 
Council, and Secretary of the Lurgan Veiners’ 
and Hemmers’ Trade Union, said that the 
late Dr. Agnew had condemned at least 150 
heuses in the town as unfit for human 
habitation, and a few years ago the witness 
gave figures for five courts where there were 
roughly about 68 houses, which, he believed, 
were unfit for human habitation. The 
people lived in them “‘ like a bundle of rats,” 
and there ‘‘ was not room in any of them to 
whip a cat.” They were all very small and 
very unhealthy. They had no flooring tn 
them—nothing but earthen floors; there were 
no ceilings, and the windows in many of 
them were like pigeon holes. They were, 
he thought, going to build only about 20 
per cent. of the actual requirements. 
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CLOTHING FOR NECESSITOUS 
SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


The question of providing clothing for 
necessitous school children was again dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Fermanagh 
Regional Education Committee. 

The Secretary said that Dr. Garrett, the 
Northern Ministry's Inspector, had stated 
that this was a statutory duty on the 
Committee. 

Sir Basil Brooke said that they should 
ask the Ministry whether it was incumbent 
on the Committee to put this section of the 
Act into operation.

From Our Own ConRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

A special meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
was held to-day to censider the sixth interim 
report of the Special Committee appointed to 
deal with the report of the Housing Com- 
mission.

Fame, Slow and Sudden. 


Mr. Byrne had a hard struggle for re- 
cognition. I believe that the first success 
v hich came to his household: was wen by 
his wife, a clever girl, née Dorothy 
Cadogan, a native of Dublin and a 
graduate of the National University. 
Mrs. Byrne translated a play from the 
French which became a tremendous success 
on the American stage. It was in 
America that Mr. Byrne at last attained 
recognition—his ‘‘ Messer Marco Polo,’’ 
which simply told the story of the 
Venetian traveller's love for a Chinese 
maiden, but, in the words of an Antrim 
shanachie living in New York, caught on 
like wildfire. This was the more surpris- 
ing because its chief quality was a 
delicacy of style. 

Fame, that came slowly, was sudden 
and complete. New books came from his 
pen, always steeped in the same Gaelic 
tradition as the books of Neil Munro, his 
master, but flavoured to what I think 
a regrettable degree with the erotic. 
“ Blind Raftery ” was his best tale, and 
is likely to influence many of our rising 
writers, thanks to its racy portraiture of 
Connaught in the eighteenth century. In 
“ Hangman’s House ” he tried to revive 
the boisterous Anglo-Irish novel of old.

Mr. James B. Melville, K.C., who has

It is no wonder that the influence of 
the Art Gallery is reflected in the attitude 
of those people to things artistic.

Italian, called as witness in a case in the 
courts, and tired of waiting, left his pick 
and shovel with an attendant, telling him 
he was just running over to the Art 
Gallery to see some picture which was 
under discussion. In the statistics of 
visitors to the museums and galleries of 
the new world, it has been shown that 
most of the visitors are of the old 
European races. Sir Hugh Lane must 
have seen this in his travels, and, 
remembering the sacrifices he made 
personally, and the things of which he 
had deprived himself in order to make 
his picture purchases, knew that there 
were others who were compensated for 
material discomforts by revelling in the 
beauty of another world. 


Lane's Struggles. 


To many the attitude of Sir Hugh Lane 
towards life in his early days of poverty 
and privation, when his reckless extrava 
yance in buying pictures and denying 
himself almost the necessaries of life, was 
a problem not easy to solve. Sir William 
Orpen told the story of the two art 
enthusiasts in Paris when Lane and 
Orpen made a trip together. The artist 
wanted to enjoy himself in the best way 


so far as one may judge without prior 
acquaintance with the music—magnifi- 
cently by Barbara Kemp and the Berlin 
State Opera Orchestra (Conductor: Dr. 
Blech). One is ‘‘Kann mich auch ein 
Madel erinnern’’ (The monologue of the 
Marschallin), and the other “ Die Zeit 
ist ein sonderbar Ding.’’ This music be- 
longs not to the early stressful Strauss, 
but to the composer’s later phase of 
‘‘simplification’’ and grace (‘‘ H.M.V.,”’ 
D. 1431). 

Another operatic record is an ambitious 
effort to reproduce two big ensemble pieces, 
the “ Miserere’’ scene from “II Trova- 
tore’’ and the scene of the investiture of 
Kadames from “ Aida.’’ The snarp con- 
trasts of tone-volume in the “ Aida”’ 
scene are an exacting test of the elasticity 
of the sound-box diaphragm. 

On both sides the recording is extra- 
ordinarily brilliant and ‘‘ forwa-i,”’ and 
on my gramaphone, for what I have 
called ‘‘ fireside’’ performance, it was 
necessary to use a soft-tone needle in order 
to reduce the volume. On a larger 
gramaphone in a larger apartment both 
scenes should sound remarkably theatrical. 
Francesco Merli sings in both scenes—in 
the ‘‘Miserere’’ scene with Arancgi- 
Lombardi, with whom lately he recorded 
the two Ing “ Aida”’ duets—and the 
chorus and orchestra are on the proper 
scale (Columbia, L. 2066). 

Songs with organ accompaniment are 
unusual. On an “ Electron’’ record (X. 
525) we have John Lovering in “ Bevond 
the Dawn )

Rupert Lucus plays the nephew very cleverly. 
The character is slightly exaggerated, but 
Mr. Lucus made it likeable and sympathetic. 
Miss Edna Davies is charming as the young 
girl, and Miss Florence le Clercq and Miss 
Clare Greet are excellent as the disapproving 
members of the family. Mr. Morton Selten 
and Mr. Hugh Dempster complete a capable 
and hard-workine cast. This is the first 
really good new farce I have seen for many 
months.

Floppy-pantalooned, pig-tailed Chinese 
clatter by on wooden sandals. There are 
pyjama-clad Chinese women, ivory-com- 
plexioned,. some of them with tiny pinched 
feet; Malays in gaudy sarongs; Indians 
of every type, ranging from stalwart 
Northerners to paunchy, voluble-tongued 
Klings and Tamils of the Peninsula; 
fuzzy-haired islanders, sleek Sinhalese, 
Arabs and Filipinos. In rickshaws drawn 
by trotting coolies, sit stolid little 
Japanese misses, habited in panelled 
kimonos of all the colours of the rainbow, 
their lengthy black tresses coiled round 
high frames, and kept in position by a 
formidable array of pins. Should bobbed 
hair ever become de rigueur in the Land 
of the Rising Sun, what a relief it will 
be to these Oriental butterflies! As vet, 
however, the arrangement of elaborate 
coiffures occupies the better part of their 
existence. Time-hallowed customs still 
set Occidental innovations at bay. 

In Singapore, unlike Anglo-Indian 
maritime cities, the white man does not 
lose caste by riding in a rickshaw. Hence 
one cannot walk for more than a few 
yards along the streets without being im- 
portuned by noisy - rickshaw-wallas. 
‘*Dah-dah-da-aah,’’ they clamour, rattling 
the shafts, moving from their parking- 
stands “im droves. Muscular, supple- 
jointed.men all of them; they can pull a 
weighty passenger round the city in a 
very short space of time, bounding along 
with swing high-steps, almost like hobbled 
pacers. As they move,. glistening runnels 
of perspiration coarse down their jogging 
frames. So gruelling is this toil that the 
average span of a rickshaw-walla’s life 
is said not much to exceed thirty years. 


RUBBER AND TIN. 


This. tropic outpost abounds with 
magnificent buildings, palatial exchange 
banks, the offices of mercantile firms, 
agents for mines, plantations, shipping 
companies. Rubber and tin constitute 
the main topic of conversation between 
the patlid denizens of these establish- 
ments.

Day by day, quotes and deals flicker to 
and fro across the ether, to the disturb- 
ance of staid, frock-coated gentlemen in 
the postal district of E.C.2; of the 
liveliet financial genii of Calcutta, Hong- 
kong, even of distant New York. Express 
cables “crackle through from Penang, 
Bangkok, Borneo, from planters in steamy 
jungles. ' Buy 1,000 Ayer Panas,”’ ‘‘ Sell 
boo something else,” they run. Duck-clad, 
claminy-browed bankers and brokers sit 
at their desks, sweating over bundles of 
oft-mutilated cables, groaning over catch- 
words and code-combinations, mentally.

and Mr. “ A.B.C.”’ Fifth Edition, to a 
clime more equatorial than Singapore.

A Buyer of Books. 


When I was in Cork last year a well- 
known bookseller told me that Mr. Byrne 
regularly bought books to the value of 
£100 a vear from him—this dpropos of a 
rare work on Irish archeology which I 
was seeking, and which he had sold a 
little earlier to Mr. Byrne. That he 
spent hundreds of pounds a year on books 
was significant of the good use to which 
Donn Byrne put the. prosperity that he 
won from the vast American public. He 
was deeply read in Irish history, and in- 
terpreted it with a fine intuition. * His 
works to-day sell in larger quantities than 
those of any other contemporary Irish 
writer, save Mr, Bernard Shaw. 

Byrne had a fine sense of style, and 
wrote fastidiously. His genius, however, 
was not at maturity, and his imagination 
was. still too hectic; his imagery too 
flowery. With a milder air, and avoidance 
of that slightly perverse strain, he might 
have livéd to write work of great value. 
Mr. Byrne never mixed much in literary 
cliques in Ireland, but in him our yotinger 
Irish writers have lost a sort of world- 
wide populariser of their aims and ideals. 


A Defenceless House. 


When the House of Commons meets to- 
day to elect a Speaker, it is not likely 
to find itself in the same embarrassing 
position as on one of the occasions when 
Mr. Lowther was re-appointed. The in- 
terregnum between the retirement of one 
Speaker and the accession of the next is 
the one time when the House has no 
power of self-protection.

HORSE-BREEDING ACT.

APPLICATION IN NORTHERN 
HIGH COURT, 

A motion for a conditional order for a writ 
of certiorari, to bring wp and quash an order 
made by the magistrates at Moneymore 
‘Petty Sessions, County Londonderry, on Sth 
June, 1928, and for a writ of mandamus 
directing the Justices to enter continuances, 
and to proceed to hear and determine the 
complaint, was made in the King’s Bench 
Division pf the Novthern High Court, Bel- 
fast, yesterday, before the Lord Chief Jus- 

tice. 

Mr. Dougherty (instructed by Mr. H. H. 
Mussen, Crown Solicitor) said that the 
summons was brought under the first section 
of the Horse-Breeding Act of 1926. A pro- 
secution was institated by the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture, aud it was proved | 
before tbe magistrates that the defendants 
had an unliwensed stallion, no permit having 
been granted by the Ministry in respect of 
it. The defesidaits applied to the Ministry 
for a licence, avd it was refused. A further 
application by the defendants for a permit 
to keep the stallion unticensed for racing 
purposes was made, but it was also refused. 

The prosecution came on before the magis- 
trates on 5th June, and after hearing ev- 
dence they adjourned the case for two 
months, on the grounds that a further appli- 
cation could be made to the Ministry. 

The Judge granted the application, direct- 
ing that cause be shown within ten days.

DISCOVERY IN ‘LEITRIM 
QUARRY. 

Two bronze celts; ór axes, were found re- | 
cently in a quarry on the lands of Mr. Frank. 
Early, -Drumcong, Foxfield, in the historic 
parish of Fenagh, Co. Leitrim. It is be 
lieved that the axes have lain in the dí 
for at least 2,000 vears, but are still in a 
perfect state of preservation. The larger one 
1s about five inches from the cutting edge | 
to the top of the socket, and about four inches 
across the cutting edge. The mouth of the 
socket is about 1, inches in diameter. The 
other is similar, but smaller. 

The district is rich in archwological re- 
mains. There are three dolmens in the 
immediate .neighbourhood, while cistraeus 
and crannogs are also to be met with.

| The Little Entente was formed after the 


war by the three principal ‘Succession 
States. Its declared objects were purely 
defensive, ‘and France gave her blessing to 
the new group, hoping that it would act 
as a check on Italian aspirations in the 
Balkans. In the beginning Italy was 
most syitipathetic, but about a year ago 
Signor Mussolini began to encourage 
Hungary in her agitation for a revision of 
the Trianon Treaty in her favour. This 
move, naturally, was resented by Yugo- 
Slavia and Rumania, and it seems that 
M. Titulescu’s visit to Rome was designed 
to bring the justice of Rumania’s case 
under the direct notice of- the Duce. 
Unfortunately, the visit was misconstrued 
by the other partners in the Little 
Entente. 

The Little Entente was created by French 
foreign policy. All its members, as well 
as Poland, are bound by various agree-. 
ments to France, and one of its objects 
was the political isolation of Italy in the 
Balkans. Signor Mussolini, however, is 
not the kind of man who ,allows his 
country to be isolated: Aiter some years 
of futile bickering with~Yugo-Slavia, and, 
indirectly, with France, he suddenly upset 
everybody’s plans by his agreement with 
the little Republic of Albania. By the 
Treaty of Tirana he virtually declared an 
Italian Protectorate over Albania, thus 
securing a valuable pied a terre or. Balkan 
soil and consolidating Italy’s already 
strong position in the Adriatic. Hitherto 
there has been no reply to this astute 
move. ‘Yugo-Slavia apparently was taken 
completely by surprise, while the other 
members of the Little Entente knew 
nothing about the Albanian arrangement 
until they read the news in the Cdntinental 
Press. At to-day’s meeting in Bukharest 
this whole matter will be discussed at 
length, but it is difficult to see what can 
be done by the Little Entente. Italy is 
mistress of the Adriatic.

Parties in Australia. 


Within a few months—certainly not 
later than next spring—Federal elections 
will take place in Australia. The Con- 
servative Party has held the reins of 
power for a long time, and has done good 
work; but all the more is Australian 
Labour determined to secure office, and 
the common principle that old Govern- 
ments are weak Governments in demo- 
cratic countries gives it a larger chance 
of victory than the merits of its states- 
manship have earned. In Australia 
Socialism is rampant. One Australian 
State has suffered the tender mercies of a 
socialistic régime, and organised Labour 
throughout the Commonwealth has made 
demands for nationalisation of essential 
services that have saddled the country 
with losses. Mr. S. M. Bruce, the present 
Federal Prime Minister, has gone far to 
rid Australia of the socialistic incubus. 
Writing in the Daily Telegraph, Mr. L. 
Haden Guest enumerates Mr. Bruce’s 
benefits to the Dominion. In the first 
place, he has sold the Commonwealth 
Line of steamers, thus doing aWay with 
the expenses entailed by the running 
of an uneconomic service. It required 
in Mr. Bruce decisive courage to rid 
Australia of the burden of her State- 
owned ships. Even bolder was his action 
in appointing the Development and 
Migration Commission, whose work “is 
nothing less,’ as Mr. Hdtlen Guest 
observes, “than to make a _ twentieth 
century Domesday Book of Australia and 
to advise the Governments on the big 
gcale use oí the resources oí the country 
in its future development.” Furthermore, 
Mr. Bruce has brought about the forma- 
tion of a Federal Loan Council, which 
considers the question of loans for public 
works from an all-Australia point of view. 
He proposes to amend the Arbitration 
Law in such fashion that a union must 
take a ballot before it declares a strike. 

That Mr. Bruce’s vigorous statesman- 
ship was vitally necessary to the Common- 
wealth is demonstrated by statistics which 
Mr. Haden Guest quotes. Between 1910 
and 1926 the number of coal miners 
employed in the rich New South Wales 
coalfields fell from 86,000 to 42,000—a 
reduction of over 50 per cent. Prices of 
coal are high and export markets have 
been lost. The blame lies on a restriction 
of output, coupled with a rise in wages 
costs. During the “same period the 
numbers employed in rural industries fell 
from 426,000 to 413,000. It is obvious that 
Australia has been travelling on the wrong 
road, and Socialism has been her evil 
genius. With 75 per cent. of her people 
dwelling in towns, as against 50 per cent. 
in the United States, she is too heavily 
weighted with urban population to 
prosper in the manner proper to a young 
country resources as yet are 
barely tapped. Happily, Australia has 
produced a man who has vision to discern 
her needs courage to attempt 
‘their satisfaction. Despite the efforts of 
Socialism to trade on the people's im- 
patience, Mr. Bruce can count on an 
access of support that will secure him a 
renewal of office. This access will come, 
Mr. Haden Guest thinks, through the 
closer union of the Nationalist, or Con- 
servative, and Country Parties.

The Alexandrian Library. 


The June number of Antiquity contains 
an account of the Alexandrian Library by 
Mr. George H. Bushnell. It will enlighten 
many people—including, perhaps, some 
librarians—who think that huge libraries 
are modern institutions. The main centre 
of the Greek world’s literary activity was 
transferred from Athens to Alexandria 
about B.c. 250, and under King Ptolemy 
Philadelphus the new city became a 
famous book mart. This King—his 
splendour is described in Sir John 
Mahaffy’s “Egypt under the Ptolemies”’ 
—attracted a vast number of writers and 
students to Alexandria and was an ardent 
collector of books. It is related that, as 
the price of food supplies during a famine, 
he compelled the Athenians to part with 
precious copies of the works of Aéschylus, 
Sophocles and Euripides. He founded a 
sort of: university, where men of letters 
and science devoted their lives to the 
Muses, and two libraries were attached 
to this “Museum.” The Great Library 
contained about 500,000 rolls, or “ books,”’ 
and the smaller library contained 42,800 
rolls. It was the King’s ambition to 
“gather together all the books that were 
in the habitable earth.” His collectors 
were everywhere. He procured transla- 
tions of the Jewish Scriptures and 
purchased the original manuscripts of 
contemporary writers. Callimachus, one 
of the earlier librarians, prepared a cata- 
logue of the Great Library. It filled 120 
volumes, and his division of big and 
cumbersome rolls into several parts persists 
in the present arrangement of the Iliad, 
the Odyssey and the history of Herodotus. 
Callimdchus probably was the father of 
book classification; for he arranged 
writers alphabetically under such head- 
ings as “philosophy,” “law,” “history,” 
“oratory,” “poetry "and “‘ miscellaneous.”’ 
A great portion of the famous library 
was burned—perhaps, by accident—in B.c, 
47, when Julius Cesar was attacked by 
a mob in the streets of Alexandria; and 
the remainder hardly can have survived 
the destruction of the whole Museum 
quarter of the city, in a.p. 272, during 
Aurelian’s invasion. Mr. Bushnell, there- 
fore, discredits the story which attributes 
the destruction to the Caliph Omar in

Birds and Golfers. 


Wild -birds or animals which are dis- 
tinguished from their kind by some freak 
of colouring suffer, as a rule, brief and 
hectic lives. Their fellows shun or maitreat 
them and they fall an easy prey to the 
gun. We welcome an exception to the 
rule in the pleasing story of the Prestwick 
lark.’ This lark is white; it is described 
as “a great favourite” with golfers on 
the famous links, and it figured, on 
Monday, in the Sheriff's Court at Ayr. A 
miner was haled thereto on the charge 
that he had captured the white lark with 
a net and had put it in a cage. His 
defence was that “there were many people 
after the lark, and he thought it a pity 
that such a rare bird should be captured 
for gain.” The Court refused this in- 
genious invitation to a discussion of the 
ethics of capture, and the miner was 
mulcted in a fine of five shillings. No 
doubt; the lark was released, and, no 
doubt, its blithe and now grateful carol, 
high in air, again consoles the bunkered 
golfers of Prestwick. Probably it owes its 
rélease to its colour, which, from its wall- 
hung prison, caught the eye of some 
acquaintance of the links. An ordinary 
lark, so captured, might have pined 
unnoticed. Golf links are not always 
healthy places for birds. Several club- 
houses in the Dublin area exhibit the 
stuffed bodies of seagulls which have been 
killed, resting or on the wing, by strongly- 
smitten balls. There are cases where 
crows have challenged unpopularity by 
the theft of golf-balls—either in mistake 
for eggs or through sheer malignity. It 
seems to be sheer malignity in the case 
of the crow at Portmarnock (we have the 
tale from a veracious golfer) which 
delights to lift a ball from the fairway 
and to drop it again in a few momenuts— 
always farther from the hole. 


OBITUARY. 
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MR. H. VE C. BENNETT.

DPE. OTTO HAMMANN., 


Dr. Otto Hammann, head of the Press

under four Chancellors, has died at the age 
of 76, says The Times Berlin Correspondent. 
He always held that the real Bismarckian 
policy was the maintenance of good relations 
with Great Britain, and he regarded the rejec- 


tion of the alliance proposal of 1898 as a 


great mistake. He also opposed the big fleet 
and submarine bluster, and, during the war, 
the policy of annexation.

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GREAT WELCOME AT 
SOUTHAMPTION. 


HER IMPRESSIONS OF 
THE FLIGHT.

SOUTHAMPTON, Tuesday. 

Showing signs of strain, Miss Amelia 
Earhart arrived at Woolston (Southamp- 
ton) to-day in the Fokker seaplane Friend- 
ship in which she crossed the Atlantic. 
She was given a memorable greeting. 

There were many American and foreign 
admirers in the huge crowd. For hours 
before the Friendship was seen people at 
Southampton and Woolston took up posi- 
tions all along the River Itchen. The first 
signal of the approach of the seaplane was 
the shrieking of ships’ syrens. Almost 
immediately afterwards the Friendship 
became visible, and there was an 
immediate rush of motor boats, crowded 
with well-wishers, anxious to be the first 
to offer congratulations to Miss Earhart 
and her companions, Mr. Wilmer Stultz 
and Mr. Gordon. 


CROWD'S ENTHUSIASM. 

The seaplane took a wide sweep over 
Southampton, and veered round in order 
to alight on the river against the wind. It 
was towed to the Imperial Airways slip- 
way at Woolston by motor boat. 

As the aviators stepped on tothe landing 
stage there was a danger that many of 
the cheering crowd would be forced into 
the water, but the police held back the 
more ardent onlookers, who showed a 
tendency to rush forward to mob Miss 
Earhart. 

Mrs. G. I, Guest, who financed the 
flight; Mrs. Foster-Welch, Southampton’s 


woman Mayor, and Mr. Harvey, the 
American Consul at Southampton, con- 


gratulated the fliers. Miss Earhart, who 
was wearing akhaki flying outfit, patiently 
submitted to the attentions of photo- 
craphers and cinematograph operators, 
and then she had a triumphal procession 
through a line of cheering men, women 
and children to the motor car in which 
she was taken swiftly to a hotel. . Her 
fellow-voyagers followed in another car, 
which was completely draped with the 
Union Jack and the Stars and Stripes. 
THE FLIGHT DESCRIBED. 

“T am very, very delighted, indeed, to 

have made a successful crossing,” Miss 


Earhart sakl. “The weather was very 
bad and the machine needed expert 
handling. The way Mr. Stultz handled 


her was wonderful. I feel quite certain 
that some of the accidents that have 
occurred were caused through the pilot 
not being used to night flying. 

“ Owing to the conditions we met T am 
certain we should have had an accident 
had not Mr. Stultz been thoroughly ex- 
perienced in night-flying. All the’ time 
we were either in or between banks of 
fog. We saw the sea for only one hour 
and sighted only two ships. Eveh when 
our wireless failed my confidence in Mr. 
Stultz never wavered for a moment. I 
ate only two oranges and six malted milk 
tablets during the flight."’ 

Asked whether she intended to make 
the return journey to America by air, 
Miss Earhart said that she had not yet 
come to a decision. “ But.” she added. 
“given the same machine and such a 


pilot and crew I should feel it a 
privilege.”’ 
Miss Earhart laughed heartily when 


asked if it were a fact that she had under- 
taken the journey in order to restore the 
financial position of her family. “I 
have never heard such a ridiculous story,”’ 
she said. ‘‘If you want to know, this is 
my vacation. My vocation is that of a 
social worker." 

“What is my programme? I really 
cannot say. I do not know how long I 
shall stay or what I shall do.’’ 

“ Are you going to see the King?” she 
was asked. ‘Rather, if he asks. me,” 
was the prompt reply. 

Miss Farhart confessed that she was 
anxious to hear what her relatives thought 
of her achievement. and, with regard to 
Mrs. Guest, she said: “ I met her for the 
first time to-day. She is charming, and, 
of course, the whole enterprise is the 
result of ther own idea and her great 
generosity.”’ 

IN LONDON. 

Miss Earhart arrived at the Hyde Park 
Hotel by road from Southampton at 6.21 
p.m., and was given a welcome by a large 
crowd, Captain Stultz and Mr. Gordon 
arrived a few minutes earlier almost un- 
noticed. 

Miss Earhart found a batch of cable- 
grams awaiting her in the room, but after 
light vefreshments she gave an interview 
to a reporter. ‘‘ The first thing I shall 
do to-morrow is some shopping, ” she said. 
“TIT must get some clothes; for I have 
nothing except those | am wearing and a 
tooth brush. We travelled very light. I 
hope to see many of the famous places in 
London. I certainly hope to do some fly- 
ing here. Most of my experience has been 
in small machines, and I want to see your 
Moth, because I have heard a lot about 
it. I would also like to meet some of your 
famous women fivers.’’

The well-known Irish-American novelist, 
“ Donn Byrne,” was the victim of a fata! 
motoring accident near his newly-pur- 


chased residence, Coolmain Castle, Kil- 
brittain, County Cork, on Monday 
evening. . 


The deceased author, whose real name 
was Brian Oswald Donn-Byrne, had been 
residing at:.Barwell: Court,- Surrey, for 
some time, and only arrived in Ireland 
with his wife and family on Friday. He 
proposed to make Coolmain Castle his 
summer residence. 

On: Monday evening, accompanied by 
his secretary, Miss Britter, he motored to 
Courtmacsherry, and, after meeting some 
friends, left that place on the homeward 
journey. at five minutes to seven. 

Owing to the manner in which the car 
swerved on three occasions, Miss Britter 
came to the conclusion that the steering 
gear was out of order and tried to per- 
guade Mr. Donn-Byrne to abandon the 
vehicle and walk to Timoleague, where 
they could get another car to take them 
home. 

Mr. Donn-Byrne declined to leave the 
car, but Miss Britter alighted, and he 
drove on, intending to pick her up again 
‘after he had tested the vehicle further. 

The Secretary next saw the car upside 
down .in the sea by the roadside, and 
found her employer pinned beneath it. 
Unable to extricate him, she got help from 


a near-by farm, but when Mr. Donn- 
Byrne was brought to land life was 
extinct. 


At the inquest last evening a verdict 
of accidental death was returned, and the

AUTHOR'S CAREER, 


£500 FOR A SHORT STORY. 

Brian Oswald Donn-Byrne was the son 
of Tomas Fearghail Donn-Byrne, a well- 
known bridge builder, and Jane Darcy 
Donn-Byrne, whose maiden name was 
MacFarlane, of Forkhill, Co. Armagh. He 
was born in New York City, whither his 
parents had gone.on a business visit, on 
November 20th, 1889. Three months of 
his babyhood were spent in that city 
before he -returned with his parents to 
lreland. 

He was educated privately in Dublin, 
and subsequently studied literature in 
Paris and Leipzig. In 1911 he started 
out for the Argentine to take up ranching, 
but he never reached his destination. He 
went by way of New’ York, and in the 
city of his birth he met and married 
Dorothea. Mary . Elizabeth Cadogan, 
formerly of Waterford. 

With«a number of young university men 
Mr, Donn-Byrne secured a position on the 
Standard Dictionary, of which Mr. Frank 
Vizitelly was the editor; but when the 
Dictionary was completed he had to seek 
fresh employment. He tried his, hand at 
short story-writing, and for the first one 
accepted was paid 50 dollars (£10). Thus 
encouraged, he became a frequent con- 
tributer to. American magazines, and a 
few yeurs ago received 2,500 dollars for 
& story which he sold to the Saturday 
Evening Post, 

While working on the editorial staffs of 
the New York Sun and the Brooklyn Eagle 
Mr. Donn-Byrne took to novel-writing, and 
published, among other books, “The 
Stranger’s Banquet’’ and ‘The Foolish 
Mátrons,” the latter book a study of 
American life. Both novels, which were 
on conventional lines, proved very success- 
ful. Then followed at regular intervals 
a seriés of brilliant novels which found a 
ready ‘sale and have all run into many 
editions. ; 

In. “Messer Marco Polo” the author 
gave his fancy free play, and the result 
was that this book, which tells of Marco 
Polo’s' expedition to convert the Chinese, 
has sold upwards of 150,000 copies, and 


there is still a demand for it. Following 
| this he wrote “The Wind Bloweth” 
(with a background in the Glens 
of Antrim), which was also a 


success, although not on such a large scale 
as one of its immediate predecessor ; “Blind 
Raftery,” a study of seventeenth century 
freland ; “ An Untitled Story,”’ “O’Malley 
of Shanganagh,’’ “Hangman’s House,” 
“ Brother Saul,’’ and “Crusade.” all of 
which ‘were well received. : 

An American critic has written of him: 

“It is interesting to hear Mr. Byrne 
talk about the ua where his aneestors 
have lived since the thirteenth century. 
He knows what the troubles of that un- 
happy people have been, that the curse of 
Ireland is its ceaseless vendettas. With 
all his love for his own country, his point 
of view is sane, rational and fair. In- 
cidentally he is one Irishman who is fair 
also to that people who are an eternal 
enigma to the Irish, the English. In fact, 
he seems much like a cultivated Britisher 
who has the added gifts of the Irish, their 
ready sympathy, their quickness, and their 
comprehension of the other man’s point of 


is also a writer with a critical 
view of his own place in the literature of 
his people. He has revolted from the 
Irish Renascence, which he rightly con- 
siders as the belated backwash of con- 
tinental romanticism. He aspires to keep 
in the straight line of Irish literature 
that. particular interpretation of emotion 
and background which is found in Swift 
and Sterne and Goldsmith and Lever.’’ 

The London Star says :—His work met 
with a mixed reception, both in this country 
and America. He was considered by the 
critics to be very good or intolerably bad, 
according to the critic’s taste.

Ripon on the previous evening had 
descri the Congress as an unfortunate 
coincidence, and the introduction to the 
Congress handbook, written by Lord 
Halifax, as “a defiant foreword.”’

A GREAT MISTAKE. 

Lord Halifax, who remarked that he 
was extremely indifferent to what the 
Bishop of Ripon had said about him, 
declared, with regard to the liberty of the 
Church: “I want to state clearly and 
distinctly that we are not likely to secure 
liberty by asking for it from Parliament. 
None of the rights which have been gained 
in reeent years wofld have been secured 
if we had asked for them. We have got 
them | because we.havo. taken them. The 
authority of the Church is from above 
It does not come from below."’ 

Lord Halifax, added: 
hardly have been a greater mistake than 
that of the Church Congress to go, cap in 
hand, and ask Parliament to do what 
they could have done themselves. 

“SA Parliament embracing Jews, non- 
Christians and Nonconformists of every 
description is not entitled to control the 
worship and discipline of the Church of 
England.’’

The Muffino Correspondent asserts that, 
while the Pope -continues. to - 
business and to receive people in audience, 
he is seriously affected with arterial 
sclerosis, the chief symptom of which is 
a state of sleepiness, which at times over- 
comes him even during official business. 

It is stated that the specialists who 
have been summoned assert that the 
Pontiff’s condition is not dangerous, but 
that he needs to take great care.

STABILISATION OF 
THE FRANC, 


CABINET PROPOSALS, 


- 


From “TnE Times’’ CoRRespunvent. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

It now appears certain that the ee 
ultimate step in the stabilisation of the 
franc—-namely,.the return to the gold 
bullion basis, will be taken during the 
coming week-end. A Cabinet meeting, 
presided over by M. Doumergue, the Pre- 
sident of the Republic, was held at- the 
Elysée this morning,“ at which M. 
Poincaré is understood to have explained 
to his colleagues the procedure hy which 
the rate of the franc is to be fixed. The 
usual announcement was made that the: 
sitting was confined to the dispatch of 
current business, and that the next meet- 
ing would take place on Saturday, but it 
at once became known that the .Cabinet 
had discussed the procedure to. be adopted 
on Saturday and Sunday for stabilising 
the franc. 

The object of the Government being to 
prevent speculation, so far as possible, it 
had been proposed that the necessary 
steps should be taken after the Bourse 
iad closed on a Saturday, at an hour 
when speculative dealings could not be 
negotiated, either in Europe or in 
America. All indications pointed to 
“Saturday, June 22, as the day chosen. 

According to the iníormation now avail- 
able, the various measures will be sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet at its meeting on 
the afternoon of that date, and will .then 
be referred to the Finance Committees of 
the Chamber and Senate. Both Houses 
will then meet during the night oí Satur- 
day to Sunday for the purpose of passing 
the measures into law. 

M. Poincaré has not yet faced a real 
test of his actual majority in the 
Chamber. “All the divisions, so far, have 
been held under the influence of political 
cross-currents, such as the personality of 
the Socialist, M. Bouisson, in the election 
for the Presidency, or the regional and 
patriotic differences of the Alsatian 
debate, and cannot be regarded as a 


criterion. But there.is no doubt that a 
satisfactory majority for the Union 
Nationale will be forthcoming when 


measures for stabilisation are presented to 
the Chamber, coupled with a vote of con- 
fidence. In the Senate it is assured. The 
only question is whether the debates will 
be dragged out into Sunday,.or whether 
they will be brief and practical.

TWO POLICEMEN INJURED.

A dynamite bomb exploded in Wayne 
County Building, Detroit, ‘yesterday, 
causing injury to twelve persons. 

The reason for the outrage is not known, 
but the police believe that the bomb was 
intended to be a protest against the trial 
of nine members of the ‘‘ Purple Gang,’’ 
who are held on charges of conspiracy to 
extort money. 

The bomb was found on the first floor 
by a policeman, who tossed it into an open 
area in the County Building wnd tried to 
extinguish it with water.

There were a hundred employés in the 
building, and they were severely shaken 
by the explosion, while broken glass from 
a window cut some of them as they began 
to.run from their rooms.

There was a good deal more than mere 
formality in the vote of thanks which 
was passed by the, House on this, Mr. 
Whitley's last day m the Chair. It was, 
as the Prime Minister said, in moving 
the motion, with a sense. of sorrow that 
members of all parties said good-bye to a 
Speaker who has worthily upheld tlie 
traditions of the House, and has rendered 
service no less distinguished than that of 
his gitted predecessors in the Chair. 

The motion was in these terms :— 

‘That the thanks of this House be 
“given to Mr. Speaker for his distinguished 
services in the Chair for more than seven 
years; that he be assured that this House 
fully appreciates the zeal, ability and im- 
partiality with which he has discharged 
the duties of his high | office through a 
period of unusual labour, difficulty and 
anxiety, and the judgment and firmness 
with which he has maintained ,its 
privileges and dignity; and that this 
House feels the strongest sense of his 
unremitting attention to the constantly- 
increasing business of Parliament, and 
the uniform u:.banity and kindness which 
have earned for him the respeet and 
esteem of this House.’’ 

Mr. Baldwin recalled how,.upon his ap- 
pointment to the Chair seven years ago, 
Mr. Whitley said: ‘‘ You must take me as 
I am.” Well, observed Mr. Baldwin, we 
took him at his word; and we have never 
had occasion to regret it. (Cheers.) For 
eighteen years, he said, Mr. Whitley had 
occupied. a high and responsible position 
‘among them—the last seven years as 
Speaker; and though during that period 
there had been a shattering and re-sorting 
of political parties, not a single tremor 
had disturbed. the foundations of the 
» Chair in which the Speaker sat. 


A SPEAKER'S QUALITIES. 

There were certain qualities which they 
always expected to find, and did find, in 
their : Speaker—dignity, .urbanity, im- 
partiality, courage, firmness and a con- 
venient liability to sudden seizures of 
deafness and blindness, from which, 
happily, they speedily recovered. 
*(Laughter.) These qualities were possessed 
-by Mr. Whitley ; but they would, perhaps, 
better remember him for his wide 
humanity. (Cheers. ) 

The Speaker instilled into new members 
+ that love and respect for the House which 
he ‘had himself, which led him to do more 
for its beautifying and preservation than 
any of his predecessors. Having taken 
the Empire. Parliamentary Association 
under his charge, the hospitality so freely 
given in the Speaker's house was one of 
the most treasured recollections of the 
members of Colonial Parliaments. 
spirit of Parliament owed more to the 
Speaker than to any individual member. 
That spirit had been preserved by Mr. 
Whitley in its plenitude; and handed on, 


undiminished and untarnished. His de- 
parture would not only be the passing of 
a well-known figure from the Chair, but 


the passing of one for whom every mem- 
ber felt deeply some measure of personal 
friendship. (Cheers.) He invited the 
Speaker to take the Chair later, and ad- 
journ the House for the last time, and 
allow members to shake him by the hand 
and wish him good-bye. (Cheers. ) 


A LABOUR TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, who, perhaps, 
is at his best when joining in a tribute of 
this character, gratefully acknowledged 
‘Mr. Whitley’s kindness to the Labour 
Party, and the infinite pains that he had 
taken fo accommodate himself to them, 
and give them ready and generous help. 
You, he said, have shown us in a most 
remarkable way how to be patient and 
courteous without being lax; how to be 
strict and severe without being 
mechanical and formal, and you have 
demonstrated to us how gentleness can 
rule and persuavisness subdue. The 
Speaker, continued Mr. Macdonald, was 
the guardian of the honour of the House, 
and they congratulated him most heartily 
upon his guardianship. They bade him a 
regretful good-bye, and hoped that many 
years of peaceful life and of public service 
were still in store for him. (Cheers.) 


THE LIBERAL LEADER.

EMPIRE MARKETING 


EFFECT OF QUOTA BILL. 


From a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 
CARDIFF, Tuesday. 

Major W. E. Eliot, M.P., Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for Scotland, told the Cine 
matograph Exhibitors’ Association, at their 
banquet to-night at Cardiff, that the possi- 
bility of producing one or more films which 
would convey an impression of what the 
Empire really was and how it affected the 
life of ordinary people was being considered 
by the Empire Marketing Board. He hoped 
to discuss the question with some of the lead- 
ing members of the Association now in 
Cardiff for their annual conference. 

Major Eliot said that there 
thousand cinemas represented by the Asso- 
ciation, and through them passed, even in a 
month, a very considerable proportion of the 
population of the land. Because of that influ- 
ence the Government felt that a screen 
entirely divorced from British production 
might mean a change in the very texture of 
the thought of the people—particularly of 
young people. They therefore insisted on a 
quota of British films. . 

REJUVENATED. 

Mr. A. FE. Bundy, Chairman of. British 
Instructional Films, Ltd., and Pro Patria 
Films, Ltd., during to-day’s conference pro- 
Geedings said: '' the act has worked like a 
rejavenator. The moribund old gentleman 

© was recognised as the British film in- 
dustry a few years ago has now taken on a 
new lease of lhife.’’ 

Soon there would be more British pictures 
than necessary for quota requirements, and 
the standard of production was improving as 
rapidly as the film, ‘‘ Qur films will shortly 
be able to stand up to those of any other 
country in the world,” he said. 

Pictures that were British in atmosphere 
and story were wanted. and it was hoped 
that the success of the Films Bill would’ en- 
courage other parts of the Empire to follow 
suit and, perhaps, set up an imperial quota. 

SLAVES OF THE PUBLIC. 

Mr. J. C. Graham, managing director of 
the famous Lasky Films Service, Lid., criti- 
cised the Act of 1927. “Through some 
strange method or movement we find the 
film business is now everybody’s business,’’ 
he said. “ That is the trouble with it. Laws 
may be made, and you may be required to 
meet those laws, but the moment you do not 
entertain all the laws in the world will not 
keep you from going bankrupt. You may be 
slaves of the law, but, more than that, you 
are slaves of your own public.”

NAMESAKES. 


STRANGE BEQUEST BY 
MANCHESTER MAN. 


The Vice-Chancellor, Mr. Courthope 
Wilson, K.C., at the Manchester Chancery 
Court yesterday, sanctioned the trust deed 
in connection with the residuary estate, 
valued approximately’ at £110,000, of 
Thomas Sharples, formerly a Manchester 
chartered accountant. 

Mr. Sharples, who died in 1924, directed 
that his residuary estate should be applied 
to the establishment of a charitable trust 
for the help and maintenance of aged poor 
men and women bearing the name 
Sharples or Hesniondhalgh. 

Counsel for the Public Trustee, who 
was appointed executor and trustee, said 
that the will directed that the estate. 
should accumulate for three years; that 
there should be six trustees appointed 
bearing the names of Sharp or 
Hesmondhalgh, and that an office should 
be maintained in Manchester, Bolton or 
some other Lancashire town. The maxi- 
mum pension payable was to be fifty 
pounds a year, and the persons entitled 
must satisfy the trustees that they had 
been born or lived in Great Britain or 
Ireland; were lawfully entitled to the 
surnames of Sharples or Hesmondhalgh ; 
were sixty years of age, and had not 
more than forty pouhds a year income. 
The trustees each year had to advertise 
in Manchester, Bolton and Blackburn 
newspapers inviting applications for 
pensions. 

AMENDMENTS ADOPTED. 

The will had been the subject of litiga- 
tion between the Public Trustee and the 
Attorney-General, but the Court decided 
that the scheme was practicable in the 
main, and that only the details required 
modifying and extending. 

The Registrar now submitted a trust 
deed for approval, and, on the Vice- 
Chancellor’s suggestion, it was amended, 
making the maximum pension paid out of 
the fund £50 to a single person and £75 
to a married couple. The office is to be in 
Bolton or Manchester, and the secretary 
is to receive £500 per annum for the first 
three years and £300 a year afterwards. 

Another amendment suggested by the 
Vice-Chancellor, and agreed to, was that 
the income under which people could 
benefit should be sixty pounds a year for 
a single person and one hundred pounds a 
year for a married couple. The Vice- 
Chancellor pointed out that, if the original 
deed stood, a man and his wife both in 
receipt of the old age pension would be 
barred.

WHAT THEY SING IN 
CANADA.

DR. BAIRSTOW'S AMUSING 
EXPERIENCE. 


Dr. E. C. ‘Bairstow, organist and choir- 
master of York Minster, has returned from 
Canada, where he attended a series of com- 
petitions. Interviewed by a Press Association 
reporter, he gave some impressions of his 
visit. 

The chief object of my journey, he said, 
was to adjudicate at festivals in the four 
provinces of Manitoba, British Colambia, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. A most amusing 
thing happened after I left New York. 
Several months before leaving England I was 
asked to give an organ recital at Fort 
William, and when I arrived there [ was most 
cordially . received. e recital in 
a church, On examining the pro- 
gramme I found that there were to be two 
local singers, a man and a woman. They 
sang the most awful songs, finishing with 
““ Annre Laurie.”’ 

Before my last piece I congratulated the 
audience upon listening to my kind of music | 
with more patience than I had listened to 
theirs. I tried to explain to them why the 
songs were “‘pot-boilers,’’ and said that as 
the singers had excellent voices I could not 
imagine why they had selected such songs. 
In the vestry one of the singers, the lady, 
went for me. She said that she supposed 
I had come from the Old Country to show 
them how to do it, and I replied, ‘‘ That 
is what I was aged.for.’’ 

“ After that we were all invited to the 
minister’s house to tea. 1 was introduced 
to the’ principal members of the congrega- 
tion. At the table not a word of conver- 
sation took place. When I left to catch the 
train for Winnipeg, instead of being driven 
to the station I was taken to the front door, 
the host simply pointing to the road, and 
saying: ‘That is the way to the station,’ 
and 1 had to walk. Subsequenty I had a 
local paper sent to me containing a report 
of the recital with these flaming headlines : 
‘Sensation at organ recital; one artist criti- 
cisés others; Dr. E. ©. Bairstow, of York 
Minster, England, says Mrs. Airth and Joe 
Ross sing trash.’ ”’ 

Dr. Bairstow added: Canada can be put 
down as a music-loving place, the standard is 
high, the teaching very good, indeed, and 
the choice of music of the very best. A 
little girl of ten, a Russian, is a genius as 
a "cellist. 

What impressed me was the number of 
business men, who gave up their time to 
assist im organising the festivals, and the 

reat desire they evinced to help in what 
anada needs so much—cultural influence. 
There is a tendency to concentrate on 
material things, and to think of little but 
dollars. Many Canadians see that, and are 
doing their best to counteract it. 


GOLD COAST CHIEF 
CENOTAPH. 


Gilhiadialediaid 
DEPOSITING A WREATH, 


Sir’ Ofori Atta, the Gold Coast chief, at- 
tended by his full suite, laid a wreath of 
Flanders poppies at the Cenotaph in London 
yesterday. He bowed low as he placed the 
tribute beside a magnificent wreath in the 
colours of the West Devonshire Regiment. 
In his night hand was a short, bright sword. 
On his head reposed a golden crown, and 
his silken robe of many colours was set off 
by numerous heavy adornments. of precious 
metals. Above him was held the umbrella 
of blue, red and green. 

Before Sir Ofori arrived a personal at- 
tendant awaited him with the wreath in one 
hand and a folding camera in the other. A 
crowd of several hundred, mostly women, 
watched. the ceremony. 

On leaving the Cenotaph the chief waved 
to the people, and smiled.

let down the water which had 
from the recent rains. ‘This had the effect 
of bringing up a large number of fish. 
sooner were they. safely up than the sluice 
gates were closed, and numbers of fish were 
left high and dry to be poached or to die 
from want of water. Here, as elsewhere, the 
run of fish has been very small this year, 
and it was all the more important on that 
account that such fish as ran 
been left in the river to spawn.

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A PEOPLE’S MOVEMENT. 


THE NEW SAVINGS 


CERTIFICATES. “- 
Mr. H. A. Mullet, barrister-at-law, speak- 
ing at a public meeting, which was held in 
the Lecture Hall, School of Art, Cork, last 
Monday night, under the auspices of the 
Central Savings Committee, said that Cork 
being the first city in the country to estab- 
lish a Regional Savings Committee, it was 
appropriate that they should meet there to 
inaugurate a series of public meetings to an- 
nounce and discuss the terms of the new 
Savings Certificates. 
At the moment there were over 2,000 
Savings Associations at work, while seventeen 


committees had been formed, and many 


others would come imto being in the next 
month. Last Saturday the old five year cer- 
tificate was withdrawn from sale, and that 
morning the new certificate was placed on 
sale at all post offices and banks. 

In Cork they had one of the best examples 
of co-operative thrift in the country, one of 
their schools having an Association with 340 
members, and a total subscription in small 
sums of over £1,015 in three years, or £1 
per head per annum. 

Mr. C. P. Murphy said that the movement 
was a people’s movement, which was for the 
benefit of the State generally. 

Professor Busteed did not think that there 
was sufficient public or Government interest 
in the movement. There was no reason why 
the money invested should not be utilised 
for specific purposes, such as loans to local 
autho, ities for housing purposes. 

Senator Dowdall felt that they were sadly 
lacking in this country, and instanced what 
had been done by Norway, which had built 
a mercantile marine on shilling shares in 
ships. He referred to the amount of money 
which was uselessly and needlessly spent im 
amusements and on backing horses in tis 
country, which could be invested to better 
advantage in Savings Certificates. 

Mr. J. C. Foley said that the country 
could not go on as it had been for some years 
past, spending more than it was making, 
which was evidently in conflict with every 
sound principle of economy. He regarded 
the voluntary thrift movement as one of the 
best. omens for the future of the country. 

The Lord Mayor (Mr. Sean French, T D.), 
said that the day the plain people of [Ireland 
controlled it commercially was the one on 
which it would be on its road to prosperity.

Mr. Fersse did not start Apelle, and so 
Fohanaun was an reo favourita, Some 
misguided people rigs three-year-olds 
like Cohort and Ruffler to beat him, but in 
the last furlong nothing ever had a chance 
against him. For a time it seemed that the 
Irish colt, Mail Fist, would his most 
— opponent, but inside the distance 

Fohanaun shot out and soon settled his pre- 
tensions. Ruffler came to chailenge Mr. 8. 
Joel’s berse, but he never had a chance with 
him. ard Fohanaun won easily by a length, 
Mail F st being placed third, a length and 
a half behind Ruffler. 

Mr. Joel, who was delighted with his very 
good horse’s success, was remarking after 
race that the best events he has won at 
Ascot hrve been not with animals bred by j © 
himself but with horses he bought in Ireland. 
His Goid Cup winner, Bachelor's Button, he: 
bought from Mr. Lowry, and he bought 
Fohanaur. from Colonel Blake. The victory 
of Fohanaun was the prelude of a series 
of remarkable successes for Trish-bred herpes 
in the course of the afternoon... 

BROWN JACK’'S CANTER. 

The Ascot Stakes was won in a canter. 
as T anticipated it would be, by Major Harold 
Wernher's Brown Jack, who finished three 
lengths and a length and a helf in front of 
two Frerch-bred horses, Benny Boy II. and 
Start II. When Mr. C. A. Rogers went 
preneling in the South of Ireland and 
ought Brown Jack off grass, he found a 
diamon? in the rough, which since being cut 
and polished has proved to be a gem of the 
first water. 

Mr. Hastings went to Ireland last year and 
bought the son of Jackdaw, on behalf of 
Major Wernher, from Mr. Rogers, and he has, 
of course, proved a great bargain. He was 
the champion four-year-old hurdler of last 
season, and I believe that it was more or less 
by accident that his’ trainer discovered he 
had such speed, and determined to try him 
out under the Rules of Racing. 

I have never known the connections of the 
Wroughton stable so confident as they were 
about Brown Jack this afternoon. and the 
four-year-old fully justified their high estimate 
of him. Donoghue rode him and always had 
him in a me position. The Blade led into 
the straight, but very soon after Brown Jack 
took up the running, and drawing clear 
below the distance, he won with any amount 
in hand. 

Mr. Hastings does not run many horses 
under the Rules of Racing, though in jumping 
he is, of course, pre-eminent, and this was 
the first important winner on the flat that 
he has ever trained. Brown Jack seems to 
le able to stay for ever, and if his owner 
has designs on winning the ( ‘esarewitch with 
him it will he very difficult to handicap him 
out of it. Some day, perhaps, he will win a 
Grand National or, perliaps, a. Gold Cup. for 
there seems to he no limit to hig versatility. 
BELOW THE AVERAGE. 

I thought the runners for the Coventry 
Stakes were below the average for the race. 
The favourite was a French colt, La Fayette, 
one of the first of the produce of the great 
Epinard, and he carried the same colours, 
those of M. Pierre Wertheimer. He showed 
terrific speed, and at one time he must have 
heen half a dozen lengths clear of everything. 
In the fast furlong hé stopped to nothing, 
and an lunfancied colt called Reflector, 
owned by Mr. Anthony de Rothschild and 
sired by Galloper Light, came and beat him 
a length. The winner was greatly fancied 
for a race at the last Newmarket. meeting, 
but he was left at the post and never had a 
chance. Black Ensign, a promising newcomer, 
owned by the Duke of Portland. finished 
third, and Grand Success was fourth; but I 
was very disappointed with the running of 
Cadurcis, who made no Show at all. 

The form seemed far better in 
vear-old rage for. fillies, the Queen 
Stakes, “which erant-Colonel Loder's 
Irish-bred filly, Arabella, won very easily 
from Necklace. The. latter is the first foal 
of Straitlace, whom I mentioned last night, 
and she came from France with a consider- 
abe repitation.

The least interesting race of the afternoon 
Was, perhaps, that for the Prince of Wales

out in the straight and won easily from 
Sleepy Lad, who was haulked. This made 
the second winner of the afternoon which 
Karl trained for Mr. Joel. 

FORM REVERSED. 

It was suggesied here that Royal Minstrel,

and he settled down lat, and was 
content to remain there until after 
thy had come into’ the straight. 
Then he moved up on the ‘outside. and, 
showing a devouring burst of speed, he ran 
right away from the othere, winning very 
easily from. Porthole and Gang Warily. 
Captain Bovd Rochfort had him looking 
wonderfully well, and his great patience with 
the colt has heen well rewarded by winning 
such a valuable race as this. It is probable 
that, at a mile, Roval Minstrel is the best 
three-vear-old in England, and his perform- 
ance this afternoon fully justified the high 
estimate formed of him when he won the 
Craven Stakes. 

I cannot remember a year when the race 
for the Royal Hunt Cup looked so open as 
does the event to be run to-morrow. Priory 
Park and Delius have. of course, clear chances 
on their last year’s running in the race and 
also on their good performances” this season. 
I believe that Portland tsa good deal fancied 
for the race, and..the..success of Royal 
Minstrel, whose galloping companion he has 
been. is a:hopeful sign. He has not, however, 
won at the distance of thie race. Dark 
Lantern II., the remarkable three-year-old, 
who won the French Guineas, may be any- 
thing, and it might be dangerous to leave him 
out. 

I can only give an each-way selection, and 
that is Mr. Joel's big four-year-old, 
TRELAWNY, about whom his trainer 1s 
hopeful. He is a very big horse for a light- 
weight to ride. and that is against hie chance. 
but hé is well expected to finish in the first 
three. 

In the Coronation Stakes TOBOGGAN will 
be expected to confirm the Oaks form with 
Scuttle. EMPIRE BUILDER is likely to 
run for the Chesham Stakes, and he should 
beat 40 Winks. Should BLACK WATCH 
run for the King Edward VII. Stakes he may 
win. I like the chance of BARALONG in 
the Churchill Stakes: and DOCH AN DORIS, 
a very fast colt, looks the most likely one in 
the Fern Hill Stakes.
